"I am very skeptical about' Being able to build Kibbutzim' in 
countries other than Israel," remarked Mr. Israel Carmon yester- 
day as he addressed a combined group of the Student Zionist 
Organization and the Socialist Club. 



In his talk concerning "Socialism 
on the Kibbutz in Israel", he men- 
tioned the interest of other coun- 
tries in Israel's System of Kibbutz, 
(a form of cooperative farming) 
and discussed various aspects of 
the system that make it unique to 
Israel. 

"The Kibbutz cannot succeed if 
people want to realize* the same 
abns in it' asy they. notmally do. 
They must; have' a desire to change 
the social situation, which must 
serve as an obvious and vital pur- 
pose in life."

University Medical Examination 

All students in thehr fust year at McGill must present theroselycs for general medical exam- 
ination and routine laboratory tests. These are given by appointment witï the Health Service. Students 
faUlng. to comply with this rcqubrement by December 1 will be subject to a fine of $25, and students 
failing to comply by December 15 -will be suspended from the -University. 

Every .student who has-been in continuous attendance must' be medically rc-examlned by thè 
Health Service in his skth year at thé Univèrsity. Every student who; has spent one or more academic 
years away from the University must be medically re-examined duting the year in which he re-re^ters. 

Other students must present themselves for a chest x-ray examination once during each academic 
year. This examination is given by appointment with the Health Scrvlceii at a date to be announced. 
Students failing to comply with this requirement by a date to be announced will be subject to a $25 
fine. Students falling to comply by a final date will be suspended from the University. 
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A Key For The Students 

The Scarlet Key, in their capacity, of football pa- 
trolmen, have played a large part throughout this 
season in the maintenance of law and order. Under 
the present system, their actions have been generally 
praise-worthy; but the basic principles and regula- 
tions guiding our honour society are open to question. 

As for as we can determine, one of the main 
objectives of recent disciplinary actions by the SEC 
was a demonstration of support for its authorized 
peace officers, and of the proper respect which should 
be accorded our honour society. The dignity, and hon- 
our of the Key should be the concern not only of the 
Council, but of every student .on the McGill campus. » 

Turning to the Key constitution, we are informed 
by the Handbook that one of its main objectives is 
"aiding at student and University functions by usher- 
ing and maintaining order". In our opinion the valid- 
ity and effectiveness of such relegation of responsibi- 
lity must reside in the approval of the McGill Students' 
Society. In fact,. this constitution has been drawn up 
by the Scarlet Key itself, and has been approved by 
the Students' Executive Council. Despite the probable 
legality of this procedure, we maintain that, realis- 
tically and morally speaking, the student body should 
only be subject to the actions of those officers, under 
those stated restrictions, upon which it has agreed. 

Neither should the interpretation of "niaihtaln- 
Ing . order" be left to the decision of the individual 
key member in the heat of demanding circumstances. 
The powers of the Key and acceptable procedure 
must be clearly defined, and then' ratified by the Stud- 
ents' Society. Only under these conditions can the 
student, body be justifiably expected to submit to the 
. control of Scarlet Key patrolmen. -, 

More Than Its Share 

This weelc-end, an as yet und 
of excited Queen's fans and equally high-spirited 
McGillians will pour into Molson Stadium to witness 
the deciding game of the football season. We can 
also expect a substantial number of non-collegiate 
offenders. Despite this heterogeneous quality of the 
audience and despite a predictably high-voltage at- 
mosphere, before, during and after the game, the 
Scarlet Key are scheduled to act again as peace 
officers — because they .are paid to do so. ^ 

Basing' our opinion on past experience, we conr 
sider it impossible for the Key to maintain order at 
this particular . y niyersity actiyity. Only about half 
of the disorderieid ''iaudienra^^ under the legal 

jurisdiction of the Key. Investigating the probabili- 
ties of disciplinary action after last week's activity, 
we were infornried that several of the more serious 
offeiiders could not be brought to justice because they 
were not members of the Students' Society and so 
could not be reached. We submit that this course of 
event is likely to repeat itself in the coming game. 

Presuming that the Key had jurisdiction over the 
entire audience, it has become^ transparently clear 
that they are neither ^strong enough, nor numerous 
enough to fulfil their^résponsibilities. If the only fac- 
tor which prevents a sane and dignified retreat from 
such an untenable positioh Is the Key's monetary- 
obligationst(i^{^ Athletics Board, we suggest that it 
is high time the Students' Society took action in, the 
form of a grant.

He Indicated that there is a pos- 
sibility that the Hammarslcjold 
Memorial Fund could become a 
national venture, with all Cana- 
dian universities participating.
